SCHOOL REPORT, 


With the same school system as in the past, no great changes 
‘an be expected to have occurred in our schools during the 

year just closing. I have little that is new to present to. you, 
and I am not going to weary you with a long: repetition of 
what has been ‘told you year after year. | 

As would follow with a constant change of teachers, some of 
our schools have been better than last year. while others’ have 
not been as good. All have not been perfectly satisfactory, 
and yet there has been no marked failure.. On the whole bet- 
ter discipline anda more systematic arrangement of school 
work have been maintained throughout all the schools. 

Greater attention has been given to writing—a much neglec- 
ted exercise in our schools. If parents would more’ generous- 
ly furnish their children with writing materials it would greatly 
aid the teachers and benefit the children. Our s¢hdlars are by 
no means as skilful in the use of the pen and pencil as they 
ought to be, and parents should see that their children are 
provided with all needed materials for writing, as much as with 
other school books, on the very first day of the term. 

No change has been made in text-books.. Our text-books 
are well adapted to the wants of our schools. 

In districts No. 14 & 21 there has been no school. No. 20, 
on Bireh Intervale, has had a school under the direction and 
at the expense, of Albany and Tamworth, of which our schol- 
ars have had the benetit. 

In No. 4 I noticed great improvement in reading. I wish 
every pupil in town would give more attention to elocution of 
which there is great need for our scholars are deficient in this 
essential branch of an education. Many of our teachers do 
not know how to give the best instruction in reading, not hav- 
ing had proper training themselves.

This year No. 5 takes the lead in punctuality. During the 
summer term of seven weeks, fourteen of the sixteen pupils 
were not absent, and none were tardy. Here let me say that 
parents can and should aid the teacher in promoting punctual 
and regular attendance, upon which depends so much the suc- 
cess of the school. ‘There has been a slight falling off in this 
respect, and I call your attention to it tha there may be an 
improvement in the coming year. 

Of a corps of twenty two Prudential Committee only three 
visited the schools for which they employ teachers. If Pru- 
dential Committees would visit the schools twice during each 
term they would know for themselves whether or not they had 
secured a good teacher. ‘Their visits would also serve as an 
incentive to well-doing, for each teacher would seek to please 
the employer. 

It often happens that the most popular teacher is not the best. 
Many a teacher who does faithful service in the school-room 
does not receive credit for it, 

Prudential Committees cannot be too careful in selecting a 
teacher. We do not want teachers who know only just enough 
to teach the children under their charge, but we want teachers 
of high moral character as well as scholarly attainments, whose 
influence in and out of the school-room is the very best, Let 
us aim for the highest and best interests of our schools.
